Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  your  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  1968. 

The  present  year's  population  figure  of  9 >770  reflects  a numerical 
increase  of  260  over  the  preceding  year,  but  the  real  significance  of  this 
figure  is  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  assess  because  of  the 
continuing  construction  of  that  major  building  project  on  the  Wylfa  Power 
Station  site  with  its  associated  relays  of  differing  types  of  engineering 
firms  according  to  the  stage  of  the  project. 

It  may  be  well  to  recollect  that  in  relation  of  the  permanently  resident 
population  the  mid  year  figure  for  1955  was  8,500.  From  that  year  onwards, 
and  including  1963  there  was  an  annual  progressive  fall  of  an  average  between 
30  to  50  persons  to  reach  the  minimal  figure  of  7 >950  in  1963 • From  that 
year  onwards  there  has  been  what  may  only  be  an  apparent  appreciable  increase 
to  this  present  figure  of  9?770r.  These  obviously  distorted  figures  of  recent 
years  have  been:-

Until  the  'Wylfa  project  is  eventually  actually  commissioned  it  will  not 
be  possible  to  conjecture  whether  the  inherent  permanent  population  has 
continued  to  decline  as  up  to  1963.  has  remained  static,  or  has  even  increased. 
An  additional  factor  is  of  course  that  apart  from  the  parents  and  children 
arriving  in  the  District,  these  parents  being  of  the  younger  age  groups  are 
ex  pected  to  correspondingly  distort  both  the  Birth  rate  and  indirectly  the 
Death  rate  of  this  Sanitary  District. 

The  significance  of  all  this  is  not  just  a mathematical  exercise  or 
game  but  is  a pointer  to  the  Local  Authorities  concerned  (including  this 
Sanitary  District)  in  relation  to  planning  appropriate  public  services  for 
the  future,  taking  into’ account  the  average  tine  factor  between  a Council's 
actual  resolution  and  the  translation  of  that  into  the  completed  scheme. 

From  1955  to  1959  the  Birth  T^ate  was  falling  This  period  oi  decline 
was  followed  by  an  increase  tendency  from  i960  (17^3)  to  1963  (18,87). 

This  was  followed  by  the  expected  appreciable  increase  to  21.7  I966  with 

the  current  year  under  review  showing  a yet  further  increase  to  2^o7*  The 
corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  l6.9  2ind  for  Anglesey,  as  a 
whole,  18,6  (a  fall  from  20.3) 

Rateable  valuation  has  increased  from  the  former  £201,110  to  £211,112 
with  a penny  rate  productivity  moving  from  £790  to  the  current  iS'lk, 

The  total  number  of  rateable  premises  within  the  District  has  increased 
from  4,813  to  5>509>  dwelling  houses  now  numbering  3>900  (formerly  3>^^74) 

In  conformity  with  the  Council's  policy  of  progressive  comprehensive 
sewerage  coverage  the  Llanfechell  scheme  commenced  constructional  work  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  but  most  unfortunately,  although  the  Ministerial 
Public  Enquiry  into  the  Pensarn  scheme  was  held  in  the  preceding  year,  no 
sanction  had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  for  building  commencement  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  at  that  Enquiry  the  writer  stressed  in  his  signed  Proof 
of  Evidence  to  the  Inspector  that  this  scheme  was  made  all  the  n'ore  necessitous 


by  its  suiTiraer  +-curism  association  not  only  in  any  area  of  long  standing 
tourisia  industry  bul;  within  an  Island  County  where  that  tourism  has  been  for 
aiany  years  a major  industry.  Proverbially  tourists,  being  mostly  to^vnspeople , 
are  more  productive  of  sullage  to  be  dealt  'vith  than  other  members  of  the 
community  making  this  Pensarn  scheme  all  the  more  important , an  importance  all 
the  more  stressed  by  the  increased  mobility  of  motoring  visitors  in  an  area  of 
increasing  popularity,. 

One  can  only  hope  Natural  Economic  states  v/ill  not  in  any  way  be  allowed 
to  affect  those  tv;o  basic  Public  Health  needs,  - water  provision  and  sewage 
disposal.  The  contrary  would  not  accord  with  elementary  common  sense. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  fo . , the  second  year  in  succession  there  were, 
only  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  which  one  was  aged  73  years  and  the  second 
aged  19.  There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  other  than  thc.se 
juvenile  outbreal-cs  that  are  proverbially  expected  to  occur  every  so  many  years 
as  children  grow  into  the  liable  ages. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  and  also 
the  Clerk  nd  the  Public  Health  Inspectois  for  their  all  time  ready  cooperation 
and  assistance.

Mr  Chairman,  Lady  and  Oentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  I968, 

The  existing  sewerage  schemes  were  working  satisfactorily  during 

the  year, 

'iVork  on  the  Llanfechell  sewerage  scheme  was  started  on  the  1st 
April,  I96B,  with  a contract  period  of  eighteen  months.  Good  progress 
was  made  on  the  work  during  the  year. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  Inquiry  into  Pensam  - Llaneilian 
scheme  was  held  in  November,  19^7 j there  was  considerable  delay  in 
negotiating  for  a site  for  a macerating  unit.  This  was  not  resolved  until 
December. 


Surveys  were  carried  out  at  Khosybol  preparatory  for  a sewerage 
scheme  and  a preliminary  survey  was  made  at  Talwm. 

Seven  bungalows  were  built  at  Capel  Coch  by  the  Council  during 

the  year. 


Bathrooms  and  hot  water  supplies  were  installed  in  the  four 
pre-war  Council  houses  at  Bettvi/s,  Llanbedrgoch  and  two  at  site  B, 
Penrhosllig^v/, 


There  v;as  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  new  di/ellings  built 
privately,  namely  73  as  against  74  In  19^7. 

A substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  improvement  grants  is 
to  be  seen,  viz  : 37  as  against  55  in  1967.  This  ..as,  in  all  probability 
due  to  the  announcement  that  the  amount  of  grant  and  conditions  of  grant 
were  under  review  , thus  intending  applicants  delayed  their  schemes. 

The  Council  resolved  to  oppose  the  proposals  of  the  C.d.G.B.  for 
the  erection  of  overhead  lines  from  Vylfa  Nuclear  Po'wer  Station  to  serve 
Rio  Tinto  Zinc,  Holyhead.  The  lines  to  commence  at  the  power  station. 

The  Council  wanted  the  C.N.G.B,  to  adhere  to  an  undertaking  given  when 
the  power  station  v;as  built,  that  no  further  overhead  lines  v/ould  be 
erected  within  one  mile  of  the  station.  The  Council’s  opposition  w’as 
upheld  at  the  Public  Inquiry  held  in  December. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  all  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.
